The Nebraska Collection - Part Five

The March 2001 PCGS Population Report was also used 
in certain instances to further assist in evaluating the lots. 

As valuations and populations change from time to time, 
participants may wish to use more recent sources before 
placing their bids. 


Flowing Hair Half Dollar 


1089 1795 PCGS AU-50 (O-110 R-4) Ash gray with a good 
deal of lustre evenly disbursed over both surfaces. The 
clash marks are so clear on this Choice specimen that 
the mirror image of Liberty’s face, neck truncation and 
hair strands can easily be seen on the reverse (upside 
down, due to die rotation) with 5X loupe. Free of rim 
dents and adjustment marks that usually plague this 
two year 18th Century Flowing Hair issue.

All PCGS 
encapsulations of common varieties; the first being a 
Small “O” while the last is a Small Date and Letters 
variety. Though none grades Choice AU in this group, 
one or two may be close enough for consideration. 
Should fetch $400 - $450. [3] 


1831 and 1834. PCGS AU-55. Both are Choice AU’s 
as indicated on holder. They are common, the second 
piece being a Large Date and Letter variety. Should 
realize close to $400. 


1832 PCGS MS-60 (O-118 R-1) White and moderately 
frosty surfaces. Excellent for a budget-minded 
collector. Worth $350 to $400. 


1832 PCGS AU-55 and 1834 PCGS AU-58. Both 
slightly better varieties; the first with Large Letters, (O- 
101) the second Large Date with Small Letters. This is 
actually an 1834/4, listed in Overton as 106. Medium to 
darker toning with lots of lustre gleaming through. 
Worth $400 -$450. [2] 


1835 PCGS MS-62 (O-103 R-2) Intense glossy mottled 
iridescence on the obverse. The reverse has a white 
cartwheel spin highlighted by gold and orange toning 
amidst the devices. This grade is hard to justify. The 
Trends valuation of $725 will no doubt be exceeded. 


1836 PCGS AU-55 (0-116 R-2) The famous “50/00” 
variety. PCGS has certified only 20. One of the better 
specimens, this golden toned Choice AU is just the 
slightest touch away from full Mint State. Trends in AU- 
50 for $685; this may fetch a bit more. 


A group of four encapsulated ANACS halves net- 
graded as follows: “1836 AU Details Whizzed Net EF 
40”.

1839 PCGS AU-58. Bust Design with Reeded Edge. A 
few light scuffs on both sides. Faded white and gray 
toning. Trends: $450. 


1839-O ANACS. Encapsulated as “1839-O0/O AU 
Details Whizzed Net EF 40”. Scarce, and gives a good 
appearance for a coin so described. It will likely bring 
about $300. 


Seated Liberty Type (No Motto) 


1839 Drapery PCGS AU-55. Fully struck and lightly 
toned, the obverse having more of a golden hue. First 
year of issue for this design, which lasted through 
1891. No other Half Dollar, before or since has been 
as successful. Trends in AU-50 for $275. 


1840 Rev. 1839 PCGS MS-62. Again, fully struck and 
lightly toned. Both sides are mostly white with dark 
gray towards the obverse edge. Trends has this grade 
listed for $775. 


1840-0 PCGS AU-58. Well struck with very little 
toning. Trends: $360. 


1841 PCGS MS-60. Deceptively scarce with only 33 
graded in all conditions by PCGS. Dark olive and gray 
lustre. Has the look of a first strike Gem Uncirculated 
piece, but has some small scuffs and a dull reverse. 


Should reach the Trends listing of $1,200. 
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1841-O PCGS MS-61. Another deceptively difficult 
date, and of equal sharpness to its Philadelphia 
counterpart. Only 40 certified in all conditions by 
PCGS. Hazy gold lustre with some gray areas, mostly 
centered across the obverse. Lists in Trends for $800 
in MS-60. 


1842 PCGS AU-58. This is the Small Date, Reverse 
‘42 variety. 20 certified in all conditions by PCGS, of 
which 5 are graded higher. Fully struck and lustrous 
with tan and orange overtones. Trends at $575. 


1842-0 Rev 1842 PCGS AU-50. The Medium Date 
variety. Deep russet and grey lustre with a concentric 
band of blue-green about its peripheries. Lovely eye 
appeal for this grade. Trends: $300. 


1843 PCGS AU-58. Choice and lustrous. Not a scarce 
date, but an excellent example of the No Motto Type 
(1839 to 1866) of this design. AU-58 Trends at $235. 


1843-0 PCGS EF-45. Very Choice for this grade. Light 
iridescence, the reverse a darker gray tone. Worth 
$100 - $125. 


1844 PCGS AU-55. More common than the previous 
lot, with sharper details. Trends for $175 in AU-50. 


1844-0 PCGS AU-53. Nearly Choice with pale gray 
overtones. Just 16 specimens graded higher by PCGS. 
Trends $225 in AU-50. 
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1174 1845 PCGS AU-58. Bold semi Proof-Like surfaces. 
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Light golden orange colors turning dark blue, 
especially toward the reverse edges. A close look is 
needed to see if there is any wear. Scarce. PCGS lists 
only 9 pieces better out of the 26 graded in all 
conditions. Trends at $525. 


1845-O PCGS AU-55. Nearly full white lustre on both 
sides. Another first rate specimen that looks Mint State 
at first glance. AU-50 = $255; AU-58 = $375. 


1846 PCGS AU-55. The more-common Medium Date. 
White, and average for the grade. Trends in AU-50 for

1846-0 PCGS AU-55. The Medium Date variety. 
Bright and mostly white. Underrated. Only 13 are 
graded higher than this by PCGS. Listed in Trends at 
$250 for AU-50. 


1847 PCGS MS-62. Superbly struck. Thick gray 
mottled toning with greenish tinges here and there, 
plus a fair amount of white frost showing through. Only 
10 grade higher in PCGS’s Population Report out of a 
total of 30 in all conditions.

1847-O PCGS AU-58. Very Choice, white and frosty, 
this borderline grade will quite easily fit into a Mint 
State set.

1848-O ANACS AU-55. Light gold toning on basically 
white surfaces. The same comments describing the 
1848 are applicable here. Trends in AU-50 at $325. 


1849 PCGS AU-58. Every bit the grade indicated. 
Blue, rose and gray cover the obverse; the reverse is a 
lighter shade of gray and orange. There is much 
underlying mint frost on both sides. Listed in Trends for 
$485. 


1849-O PCGS AU-55. Dingy gray color evenly 
distributed on both sides. Very little wear, but also very 
little reflectivity. Still, PCGS rates only 13 pieces higher 
than this, out of 28 certified in all conditions. Trends in 
AU-50 for $245. 


1850 PCGS MS-60. Sharply struck with rich violet-blue 
and orange toning on the obverse. The reverse has 
most of these shades only peripherally; its centers are 
a blend of gold and orange. A very conservative grade 
and one of only 12 certified by PCGS as Mint State. 
Trends has this listed for $1,650. 


1850-O PCGS MS-62. Sparkling white surfaces with 
perhaps a touch of golden toning. The strike is bold in 
all respects and the surface marks are minimal. There 
is little to hold this piece back from a higher rating. 
Trends for $900. 
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1851 PCGS MS-62. Needle sharp with dark shades of 
rose and orange lustre. A concentric band of blue 
covers both the obverse and reverse periphery. Scarce 
in all grades with just 6 pieces rated higher by PCGS, 
and 29 in all conditions. Trends for $2,000. 


1851-O PCGS AU-55. Choice, as the holder indicates. 
Has all of the details that one would expect on a Mint 
State example. Light violet toning on obverse; the 
reverse is mostly white. Just 33 certified in all 
conditions. Trends lists AU-50 at $385. 


1852 ANACS. Encapsulated as “Unc Details Cleaned 
Net AU 50”. Dark grey color, the reverse having more 
reflectivity. The strike is 100% full. Of the No Motto 
variety (1839-1866) this year has the second lowest 
mintage with a total of 77,130. Trends has it listed in 
AU 50 for $1,100. 


1852-0 PCGS AU-55. Although the mintage is nearly 
double that of Philadelphia for this year, its scarcity is 
nevertheless greater. From a total of 30 pieces, PCGS 
lists only 7 specimens graded higher. Bright, with 
nondescript toning. Trends = $1,150 in AU-50; $1,850 
in AU-58. 


1853 Arrows and Rays PCGS AU-53. A popular one- 
year variety having so distinct a reverse that many 
collectors consider it a separate “Type” coin. Sharply 
Struck on both sides with light golden toning. Trends 
lists AU-50 for $450. 
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1853-0 Arrows and Rays PCGS AU-55. Superb 
specimen of this variety with thick gold, gray and blue 
lustre on the obverse. The reverse has similar colors 
and texture, but with less blue. An excellent strike 
complements its over-all Choice appearance. Trends 
lists AU-50 at $850 and AU-58 at $1,500. 


1854 Arrows PCGS AU-55. Light gold toning on the 
obverse turning to a pale blue shade on the upper part 
of the reverse. Below average strike for this year; the 
breast details and corresponding reverse areas are not 
well defined. AU-50 Trends is $255. 


1854-0 Arrows PCGS AU-50. Light toned with golden 
orange lustre circling the reverse edges. Nicer 
appearance than the previous specimen, even with the 
lower grade. AU-50 lists for $250. 


1855 Arrows PCGS MS-62. Frosty, satin white and 
Choice judging from the obverse. The reverse has a 
few field blemishes which might keep it from higher 
rating. Great eye appeal. Lists in Trends for $1,100. 


1855-O Arrows PCGS AU-53. Light, almost untoned 


surfaces. Very strictly graded in view of the abundant 
details on both sides. AU-50 in Trends is $270.

The Nebraska Collection 


1196 1855-S PCGS AU-55. Again the Arrows variety, as are 
all of this date. When it comes to major rarities in the 
series of United States Half Dollars, 1794 to date, this 
specimen must rate near the top. Excluding varieties 
such as “small date”, “large letters” or “doubled date” 
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(even the legendary 1853-O No Arrows has its 
“Arrows” counterpart) practically no regular 
circulation issue can be as difficult to locate in the 
higher grades as the 1855-S. The 1794 has one 
piece certified higher than AU-55 and the 1796 two 
pieces higher. The 1870-CC has one piece certified 
better than AU-50. Now compare the 1855-S against 
this august list: Only ONE piece better than AU-55! 
And this is no run-of-the-mill specimen, either. The 
strike is full and sharp on both sides including stars, 
hair detail, arrow feathers, eagle feathers, et cetera. 
The toning is a light shade of golden gray on each 
side. Trends has $6,700 listed in AU-50 and $8,500 in 
AU-58. Don’t expect a finer piece to be on the market 
soon, if ever! 


1856 ANACS AU-58. Dark, but reflective gray 
surfaces. 1856-O PCGS AU-55. Nearly full white 
surfaces. Two nice pieces from the 1850’s for 
circulated Type Sets. Worth about $325. [2] 


1856-S ANACS. Encapsulated as “AU Details 
Whizzed Net EF 40”. This rarity shows no signs of 
wear and a superb strike. As cleaned coins go, this is 
one of the better ones. All features that one would 
expect on a “Choice BU” or even “Gem BU” are 
present. The graphite and orange colors are rather 
convincing, though almost certainly a laboratory 
creation instead of au naturel. Evaluating such a 
specimen does not come without its difficulties. The 
$3,500 MS-60 figure is the highest Trends listing for 
this date, and may not be a realistic figure to base a 
bid on. Nor would the $375 amount listed under “EF- 
40” suffice. Probably worth around the four figure 
mark. 
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A pair of ANACS encapsulated halves net-graded as 
follows: “1857 AU Details Whizzed Net EF 40” and 
“1859 AU Details Whizzed Net EF 40”. Should go for 
about $150. [2] 


1857-O PCGS AU-55. Practically as Choice as the 
1856-O, but a little scarcer. Some dark gray toning 
amidst scattered hairlines. A $200 value. 


1857-S PCGS AU-58. The numerical equivalent of 
“Very Choice” is fully attained in this lustrous, white 
and barely circulated specimen. Only the slightest 
obverse friction here and there; the reverse is 
practically new. Of the 20 pieces certified, PCGS has 
graded only 4 in Mint State. The rarity of this piece is 
comparable to virtually any other Seated Half. Trends 
has a listing of $1,750 for this grade. It would well be 
worth that figure, or more. 


1858 PCGS AU-55. One of the most common of all No 
Motto Half Dollars. Full white mint frost. Does not 
appear to have been circulated, but downgraded 
because of a small field scratch over the eagle’s right 
wing. Will probably fetch $200. 


1858-O PCGS AU-55. Light toning with a few dark 
gray areas near the obverse and reverse edges. Not 
as nice as the 1858 Philadelphia, but somewhat 
scarcer. Worth about the same. 


1858-S PCGS MS-62. Mottled gray and russet toning 
with reflective surfaces. There are very few bag marks 
or other distractions, considering that the grade has 
been certified as less than “Choice”. Of the 30 pieces 
thus far certified, PCGS has listed 10 higher. This 
specimen could equal or surpass more than a few in 
that group. Trends: $1,750. 


1859-O PCGS EF-45. Also in this group are four 
others, net-graded in ANACS holders: “1860-O AU 
Details Whizzed Net EF 40”. “1861 AU Details 
Whizzed Net EF 40”. “1861-O AU Details Whizzed Net 
EF 40”. “1870 AU Details Scratched Net EF 40”. Worth

1206 1859-S PCGS AU-55. Barely average for the grade. 
Trends at $290. 


1207 1860 PCGS MS-61. White with a little toning on both 
sides.

1208 1860-S PCGS AU-55. Pretty rose-gray lustre with lots 
of reflectivity. Trends: AU-50 = $240; AU-58 = $400. 


CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA 


Unknown to the numismatic fraternity until 1879, a 
Confederate States Half Dollar and the dies used to strike it 
suddenly appeared in the possession of one Dr. B. F. Taylor 
of New Orleans. After purchasing these dies, J. W. Scott and 
Co. of New York later acquired five hundred regular issue 
1861 U. S. half dollars, struck at the New Orleans Mint. The 
reverses were planed off, then restruck using these dies. 
Probably less than half of the 500 restrikes exist. It is believed 
that only four original coins were struck (on a hand press) by 
the Confederate government. A more detailed account of this 
coin can be found on pages 665 to 667 of Walter Breen’s 
“Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins”. 


1209 1861 Confederate States (Scott Restrike) ANACS AU- 
50. Mellow gold frost with gray overtones. This 
specimen is “as struck” with characteristic die rusting, 
dentical chipping and date-side flattening. Should bring 
in the area of $3,000-$5,000. 


1210 1861-S PCGS AU-55. Sharply struck with light gold 
toning on both sides. The lower obverse has several 
die breaks which the collector will find interesting. 
Trends: AU-50 = $265; AU-58 = $450. 

1211 1862 PCGS AU-55. Some dark, muddy toning with 

some scrapes in both fields. Trends in AU-50 for $310. 
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1212 1862-S PCGS AU-50. Obverse fields are puffy, but this 
is characteristic of San Francisco issues from the 
1860's. Gray and rose toning. Both the eagle’s and 
Liberty’s features are bold. Trends at $250. 


1213 1863 PCGS MS-63. White frosty surfaces, practically 
untoned and sharply struck. Two curious lumps on the 
reverse seem to be raised metal from a sealed 
puncture, but bubbles formed from a foreign substance 


could also be a possibility. Trends at $950. 


1214 1863-S PCGS MS-61. Hazy golden lustre covers both 
sides of this very attractive specimen. Well struck for 
this issue. Trends in MS-60 for $510. 

1215 1864 PCGS AU-58. Has the slightest bit of wear. 

Unfortunately, the heavy staining appears to have 

eaten into the metal on the reverse. A scarce date, but 

worth nowhere near the $350 Trends evaluation. 


1216 1864-S PCGS MS-60. White and possibly dipped a 
while back. The details are so clear and the fields so 
mark-free however, that this small impediment should 
be overlooked.

1217 1865 ANACS. Encapsulated as “AU Details Cleaned 
Net EF 45”. The Doubled Date variety. Worth around

very cautious grade. Trends in AU-50 for $235. 


1218 1865-S PCGS AU-53. One of the scarcest “S” mints 
from the 1860's. Fully detailed and probably in the 
Choice category. Trends in AU-50 for $275 and AU-58 


for $545. 1225 1869 PCGS MS-64. A spectacular specimen which 
many will categorize as Gem Mint State. Thick 
Seated Liberty Type (Motto) reflective shades of blue-green cover both the 


peripheries and half of the field surfaces. The central 
motifs fade into a golden orange shade.

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A Classic (And Real) Rarity 


The 1878-S has always been regarded as one of 
America’s real rarities. It was a coin issued for normal 
circulation whose value is dependent upon the few pieces 
extant, rather than any fancy (or fanciful) story. No specially 
made coins for the King of Siam, no home-made concoctions 
to have your daughter buy ice-cream with, no off-the-book 
mint-made nickels with alleged “purchases” to hide the scam: 
This is the genuine article; a coin struck for circulation of 
which only a handful have survived. Because of a sudden 
need to coin silver dollars (regular issues were not struck from 
1874 through 1877) minor denominations were suspended in 
the San Francisco Mint early in 1878. The newly designed 
Morgan Dollar was ready to be struck. This resulted in a low 
issuance for the dime, quarter and half dollar. Indeed, the S.F. 
Mint struck only 12,000 halves, a far cry from the previous two 
years of 5,356,000 and 4,528,000 pieces. Perhaps a few 
dozen survive today. A check of recent auction sales, even 
the very biggest and most publicized, will often fail to produce 
one in any condition. It is no stretch to rate this rarity along 
side the 1804 Dollar, 1894-S Dime or the 1913 Liberty Nickel, 
with or without their stories. 


1253 1878-S PCGS MS-62. Perfectly struck, as one might 
assume. Steel gray toning is equally disbursed on both 
sides, changing to violet and rose colors when 
revolved under a bright light. There are no marks or 
distractions worthy of mention. PCGS’s conservative 
rating seems to be based on some microscopic 
hairlines, probably the result of having been wiped with 
a cloth many decades ago. Unless carefully 
scrutinized, these hairlines are simply not visible; a 
more realistic assignation may be called for. Listed in 
Trends for $47,500. 


1254 1878-CC PCGS AU-53. Bright surfaces and detailed 
sufficiently for a Choice rating. Though not comparable 
to the above, the rarity of this final Carson City issue 
cannot be lightly dismissed. 62,000 were struck for 
circulation. Of the 20 pieces certified by PCGS, only 8 
grade higher. Trends has this listed for $3,500 in its 
AU-50 column and $4,500 in AU-58. 
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As a result of the aforementioned silver dollar issuance, very 
few half dollars were struck during the period of 1879 through 
1891. Although the mintage figures are very low, a higher 
percentage of these coins survived through hoarding by coin 
collectors and Mint officials. They are still scarce, though not 
scarce as one might expect. 


1260 1884 PCGS MS-63. Mintage: 4,400. Outstanding white 
frost with deep orange toning in the denticals. Trends: 
$925. 


1255 1879 PCGS MS-63. Mintage: 4,800. Gorgeous frosted 
surfaces with pale gold toning. Probably a point or so 
higher than graded. Trends: $800. 


1261 1885 PCGS MS-62. Mintage: 5,200. Grayish white.

1893 ANACS. Encapsulated as “1893 Unc Details 
Cleaned Net AU 50”. The colors have returned in a 
fairly attractive and natural manner. Probably will 
realize $200. 


1893-0 ANACS MS-60. The obverse looks too bright 
to be natural. Still, the surfaces are relatively mark 
free. Should be worth $350-$400. 


1893-S PCGS AU-58. Quite a bit of flash on this high 
grade circulated semi-key date. PCGS lists 26 higher 
grade specimens. Worth $600-$700. 


1894 PCGS MS-60. Practically untoned with only a 
handful of minuscule marks. Should go for about $350. 


1894-O PCGS MS-61. Very unattractive toning. Some 
areas on the obverse appear to have been damaged 
from excessive exposure to sulphides. At best, worth a 
few hundred dollars. 


1894-S PCGS MS-60. Full white frosty surfaces with 
the usual obverse bag marks and scuffs. Nice for the 
grade. Should fetch $300-$350. 


1895 PCGS AU-58. White with very little toning. Worth 
$200-$250. 


1895-O PCGS AU-58. Frosty white surfaces with 


bright orange toning at the peripheries. For an “AU”, 
this is unbeatable. Could realize over $300. 
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1279 1895-S PCGS MS-62. Thickly textured shades of gold 
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and orange on the obverse, with the peripheries blue- 
green. The reverse is gray with small areas of salmon 
toning. Close indeed to the Choice category, and worth 
in the area of $750-$800. 


1896 PCGS AU-55. Similar to the 1895, but with a bit 
more friction on the cheek. Worth about the same. 


1896-O PCGS AU-50. Seems to be much better than 
graded. Reflective gray toning. A very scarce date; one 
of only 28 certified by PCGS. Should bring about $500. 


1896-S ANACS. Encapsulated as “1896-S AU Details 
Whizzed-Cleaned Net EF 40”. The coin is fairly 
attractive, having acquired some peripheral orange 
and blue shades. Worth $150-$200. 


1897 ANACS. Encapsulated as “1897 AU Details 
Whizzed Net EF 40”. EF Barber Halves sell for about 
$100. This will set some sort of record. 


1897-O PCGS AU-58. White, virtually untoned 
surfaces. Some Proof-Like qualities are in evidence. 
The strike is remarkably sharp except for arrow 
feathers and an adjacent claw. A key date in this 
series, and one that should fetch close to four figures. 
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1897-S PCGS AU-55. Dusty gray and light tan toning, 
mostly around the lower central portions of the 
obverse. The balance of this coin has much white 
brilliance. Nearly as scarce as the 1897-O, and every 
bit as nice. Should bring $700-$750. 


1898 ANACS. Encapsulated as “1898 AU Details 
Whizzed Net EF 40”. Nice, but no match for the 
previous 1897. Worth $100. 


1898-O ANACS MS-61. Great eye appeal. It is hard to 
believe that this specimen did not get a little help along 
the way, but the grade indicated on the holder is one 
that no collector can argue with. Tan and blue 
peripheral toning, nearly white towards the centers. 
Worth $600-$700. 


1898-S ANACS AU-50. Gray-gold toning. More than 
likely Choice. Should go for $235-$275. 


1899 PCGS AU-55. Just a hint of grayish gold toning. 
Will more than likely approach $200. 


1899-O ANACS. Encapsulated as “1899-O Unc 
Details Cleaned Net AU 55”. The details are very sharp 
and the cleaning was expertly done. Could fetch $250- 
$300. 


1899-S PCGS AU-58. Mainly white with some tan 
toning on the obverse. There are some small scratches 
in the obverse field just after the nose. Perhaps this 
should have been downgraded a bit. Still nice enough 
to go for $220-$240. 


1900 PCGS AU-58. White and frosty. One has to look 
hard and long to find wear on this piece. Common as a 
Barber Type, but so attractive it could go for nearly

1901-S PCGS MS-64. A remarkable specimen! The

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1903-O ANACS. Encapsulated as “1903-O Unc 
Details Cleaned Net AU 55”. Pale golden toning is 
beginning to return to this piece, giving it a more or 
less natural appearance. Well struck and a better date. 
Might bring about $300. 


1903-S PCGS AU-58. White for the most part with 
some cloudy areas on the obverse. A repair spot 
(probably intended to remove some incrustation) is 
located between the arrow shafts and LLAR. The coin 
is nevertheless quite attractive. Another scarce date, 
and worth $300 or so. 


1904 PCGS MS-62. Nearly untoned, sharply struck 
and very flashy. A few scattered abrasions by the jaw 
and neck might have taken this piece out of the Choice 
category. Will easily fetch $300-$325. 


1904-O PCGS AU-55. Very difficult to locate in the 
higher grades. This specimen is certainly a Choice AU. 
Its lustre is full with delicate russet shades on the 
obverse; there are hints of the same on reverse. The 
strike is as full as possible. Nice enough to bring 
around $500. 


1904-S PCGS AU-58. Excluding the “Micro O” variety, 
this is the rarest date/mint in the Barber Half series. 22 
have been certified in all conditions, 14 of which are 
Mint State. Indeed, not counting this piece, just 17 
have been graded higher than EF! This boldly struck 
piece has deep gray and orange lustre. Close 
inspection shows only the slightest amount of wear on 
the obverse. A specimen this nice should reach four 
figures with ease. 


1905 ANACS AU-58. A deceptively difficult 
Philadelphia coin masquerading as a common date. 
Possibly not circulated, the reverse appearing to be as 
struck and Choice. However, lots of little bag marks on 
the brightened obverse tend to place it in the upper AU 
range. Could bring $300-$325. 
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1905-O PCGS MS-62. Sharp and beautifully toned, 
especially on the reverse with its tan, orange and blue 
iridescence. The obverse center is mostly white with 
deep orange toning in the edge devices. Another 
difficult to locate semi-key Barber Half. Worth $700- 
$800. 


1905-S ANACS MS-60. Needle sharp strike. 
Somewhat off-colored surfaces with dark blue 
peripheries. There are several vertical nicks under 
Liberty’s eye. Should go for $350 or so. 


1906 ANACS. Encapsulated as “1906 Unc Details 
Cleaned Net AU 50”. As such, will probably realize 
$150-$175. 


1906-D ANACS MS-61. Cloudy white toning on the 
obverse. The reverse is Proof-Like, Choice and 
attractive. The first of the Barber Half Denver Mint 
coinage, it will probably fetch $325. 


1906-0 PCGS MS-61. A better date, with nice golden 
toning on the obverse and a slightly darker shade of 
orange on the reverse. An unsightly depression on the 
cheek has probably taken some points off of its 
numerical designation; without this defect, a rating of 
Choice would be more appropriate. Still could bring 
$300-$350. 


1906-S PCGS MS-62. Again, a scarcer date. Very well 
struck. Deep golden-amber frost, and too 
conservatively graded. Thick lustre and only the 
slightest blemishes call for a higher rating: perhaps a 
few points higher. This specimen is unlikely to go for 
less than $1,000. 


1907 ANACS AU-55. Pleasant light orange color with 
pale blue overtones. A common date. Perfect for a 
high grade circulated Barber Type. Worth $200-$225. 


1907-D ANACS. Encapsulated as “1907-D AU Details 
Whizzed Net EF 40”. Nicer than is indicated. Should go 
for $125-$150. 
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1907-O PCGS MS-63. Some die swelling on Liberty's 
neck, which is not unusual for this date. The surfaces 
are otherwise well above average with only the most 
insignificant bag marks. Some pale toning does not 
hide the underlying white frost. Should realize around 
$500. 


1907-S PCGS MS-62. After the 1904-S, this is the 
most difficult Barber Half to find in Mint State condition. 
White, with only the slightest traces of peripheral 
orange toning. Well struck. A few contact marks on the 
cheek keep it in the MS-62 category. Worth over 
$1,000. 


1908 PCGS MS-62. Thick white frosting with some 
gold and tan toning near the edges. The reverse is 
somewhat lighter and only the most inconspicuous 
toning can be found in the denticals. A bid of $350 
could be successful. 


1908-D ANACS AU-55. Light tan and orange toning 
which gets progressively darker towards the edges. 
Worth about $200. 


1908-O PCGS AU-55. Again, a little puffiness on the 
cheek and neck; this occurs on some of the later New 
Orleans issues. Some pale orange shades visible 
mainly on the obverse. The reverse has nearly 100% 
white frost. A bid of $250 might be required to 
purchase this unusually select specimen. 


1908-S ANACS. Encapsulated as “1908-S AU Details 
Whizzed Net EF 40”. Attractive, considering the 
whizzing. $150 would be a fair bid for this scarce date. 


1909 ANACS MS-60. Faded white mint lustre with a bit 
of dark gray in the devices. Very Choice Mint State, but 
rightfully downgraded because of a horizontal scratch 
from the ear to the mouth. Will probably go for $225- 
$250. 
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1909-O ANACS AU-50. Scarce in any condition. 
Easily meets the labeled grade, if not surpasses it. 
Mostly bright with some gold and tan toning. Worth 
around $400. 


1909-S ANACS AU-50. Not as scarce as above, but 
an equally tight grade. The details are just about as full 
as the day it was struck. Should realize $225. 


1910 ANACS. Encapsulated as “1910 AU Details 
Cleaned Net EF 45”. The gray and orange colors 
coupled with the sharp details gives this specimen a 
“Borderline Uncirculated” look. A difficult year to obtain, 
and it will probably fetch around $300. 


1910-S PCGS MS-64. Once again, quite scarce. Light 
Orange and golden frost are strongly evident on both 
sides of this Very Choice specimen. The strike is full in 
all respects. The bag marks are minuscule and not 
worthy of mention, save for one in the obverse field 
opposite Liberty. Not often seen this nice, and worth 
$2,000 or so. 


1911 PCGS MS-63. A bit more difficult to obtain in 
Choice condition than the most common dates.

Light signs of circulation are just 
about noticeable on this semi Proof-Like surface. A 
sharp impression on both sides adds greatly to this 
Very Choice specimen.

The first of the three low mintage 
Philadelphia Mint coins which end this series. This 
date has a mintage of 188,000. Sharply struck, as they 
usually are, with only minor surface wear under light 
golden toning. There are no problem bag marks or 
blemishes under the eagle’s tail feathers, where a “D” 
or “S” mint mark would have been placed, should this 
coin have been minted elsewhere. A delightful 
specimen worth around $500. 


1913-D ANACS MS-60. Light beige and gold toning. A 
few faint vertical hairlines on the obverse, otherwise 
very nice. Worth about $250. 


1913-S ANACS MS-60. A good deal scarcer than the 
Denver Mint, especially in the upper grades. Mostly 
white with excellent eye appeal; some gentle rubbing 
keeps this piece in the lower Mint State range. Should 
still fetch $350-$400.
